It was alarming, he stated, that 
statements which were totally false, 
or totally misleading, could still be 
made by scholars and writers, who 
would reject with horror the charge 
of antisemitism, and are 
accepted by their readers as serious 
contributors to the matters on which 
they write. 


Curious Situation 


On the first of these subjects the 
Christian use of the Scriptures, com- 


mon to both Faiths—they were 
today in a curious situation. Twenty 
years ago the Biblical scholar was 


concerned mainly to discover as 
accurately as possible what a passage 
meant, what Jewish lite or thought 
was at such or such a period when 


the passage was written. In this 
inquiry Jews and Christians could 
often co-operate. | 
Today English Biblical scholar- 


ship concentrated on what seemed to 
him a curiously and dangerously 
subjective interpretation of the Bible. 


Under the title “ Biblical theology.” 
concerned 


or “typology,” it was 

primarily with attributing to every 

Old Testament event a purely 

Christian interpretation. 
Foolish and regrettable as_ this 


might be, there was at first sight 
nothing which directly concerned 
Jewish scholars. But, unhappily, this 
was not so. For it had 


continuously 


to be asserted by scholars of this type 
not merely that Jews never did 
understand their history, but that 
it was always irrelevant to them, and 
that they never could understand it. 
For it only had a meaning. revealed 


by subsequent Christian interpreta- 
tion. Such an attitude inevitably 
falsified the actual presentation of 


the record. and came very near to a 
return to the view of the early 
Church that the ancestors of the 
Jews were exclusively the villains of 
their history, while the heroes were 
all Christians from Abraham 
onwards. 

It was, alas. true, he said, that it 
was possible for a non-Jewish writer 
to make the weldest misstatements 
about the Jewish relationship with the 
Holy Land and their contemporary 
activity in it, without forfeiting his 
or her respectability. The most 
obvious case was the distinguished 
historian Arnold Toynbee, It was 
legitimate to pass an unfavourable 
verdict on the Jewish case; but it 
was not legitimate to substitute, as 
Tovnbee did, prejudice for evidence 
in justifying the verdict arrived at. 

A vote of thanks to Dr. Parkes 
for his address was proposed by Mr.

TASTE AND SEE 


Some medicines are for external 
use only; to swallow them might 
be fatal. Other medicines are for 
internal consumption and_ no 
remedial effect whatsoever is pro- 
duced by applying them externally. 


T may be wrong to describe 
| religion as a medicine, yet there 

are several appealing com- 
parisons between the sickness of 
the body and the sickness of the 
mind, between man’s physical 
weakness “his _ spiritual 
immaturity, between the curative 
effects of a medicine on the body 
and the beneficial effects of religion 
on the spiritual part of man. If we 
take the analogy a step further we 
can compare religion to that kind 
of medicine which is for internal 
consumption rather than for 
external use. In other words, the 
only way in which religion can be 
at all efficacious is by taking it, 
absorbing jit, and carrying its 
teachings as part of our inner 
strength to give direction and pur- 
pose to our daily conduct. 


“ RELIGION hasn't done any- 

thing for me,” argues the critic. 
“It has not brought me peace of 
mind, inner happiness, and al] the 
things claimed for it.” To this 
an answer might often be given 
from the analogy of the medicine 
bottle whose content is for internal 
consumption. If a few drops are 
taken and rubbed on the finger there 
would be no justification in the sub- 
sequent complaint that it had done 


good. Of course it can do no 


good-—-no more than religion can 
do any good unless it is experienced

Lady Barnett spoke of the mag- 
nificent contribution made by the 
small Jewish community of Leicester 
to the flood fund organised by her 
husband in his capacity, at that time, 
of Mayor of the city.

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RESIGNATION NOT ACCEPTE) 
Dr. Schonfeld Asked to Reconsider Decision

Confirmation that Rabbi Dr. S. 
Schonfeld has resigned from his post 
as rabbi of the Adath Yisroel 
(Parent) Synagogue was given on 
Sunday by Mr. H. A. Goodman when 
he addressed the first annual dinner 
of the Agudist Women’s Group at 
the Marcus Samuel Hall, Egerton 
Road, N.16. 

Mr. Goodman said that Dr. 
Schonfeld wished to concern himself 
with Orthodox Jewish problems on 
the world scene. The committee of 
the synagogue, he said, had declined 
to accept this resignation and had 
written to Dr. Schonfeld accordingly. 

“I hope that he will give this 
matter further consideration. I know 
that he thinks his task here is done, 
but there is a great deal to be done 
still.” There was, he said, still a 
lack of understanding about the 
reasons for, and purposes of, 
independent Orthodoxy. 

Mr. Goodman spoke of Dr. 
Schonfeld’s determination, zeal, and 
devotion to his work, and of his past 
efforts to cut unnecessary red tape. 
It might well have been that but for 
his cutting of red tape when neces- 
sary, thousands of Jewish lives might 
have been lost or forgotten. 

He also referred to Dr. Schonfeld’s 
work for Jewish schools and of the 
opposition he had _ encountered. 
“Now everyone is talking about 
Jewish schools and jumping on the 
band wagon.”

THE “ SACRED COWS ” 
OF JUDAISM 


Attack on “ Outmoded 
Ideas ”

The Habonim movement invited 
Rabbi Kopul Rosen to inaugurate its 
30th anniversary celebrations with a 
controversial address. He obliged, 
last week, with a lecture at the Royal 
Hotel, Russell Street, in which he 
challenged some “ outmoded ideas” 
and “sacred cows” in Jewish life, 
both inside and outside Israel. 

Rabbi Rosen began by hitting out 
at people or movements who never 
changed their opinions even when 
circumstances changed. He likened 
them to a stagnant pool which bred 
pestilence. There were engrained in 
Jewish life today, he said, certain 
platitudinous concepts which, while 
true, necessary, and even revolution- 
ary a generation ago, had now become 
“sacred cows” that no one dared to 
challenge, although their usefulness 
was outlived, 

Until the State of Israel had been 
established, Rabbi Rosen said. he 
had been one of those who had con- 
sidered it premature to discuss what 
the character of the future Jewish 
State should be. But even now it 
was still one of the most difficult 
things to get Jews outside the State 
to discuss anything about it beyond 
its immediate needs. There should 
now be serious discussion on the aims 
that the State was meant to serve. 
both in Israel and outside her 
borders. 

Rabbi Rosen was optimistic about 
the chances of a religious revival 
among the Jewish intelligentsia. “I 
am of the opinion that there is a 
greater likelihood of an awakening 
of Jewish religious life in the circles 
of what we call the intelligent Jew 
who has drifted but who is sufficiently 
intelligent to realise that this drift 
has no direction, is aimless, and that 
an anchorage is needed.” 

Among the “sacred cows” which 
Rabbi Rosen challenged was the way 
in which fund-raising for Israel was 
being conducted. Fund-raisers, he 
said, usually did not encourage a 
thoughtful approach to the reality of 
Israel, Furthermore, in the 
atmosphere of fund-raising the Jewish 
community began more and more to 
honour and to venerate the moncy- 
giver and to regard the scholar and 
intellectual as a mere adjunct.

Such people were 
timid and self-assertive at the same 
time ; self-segregationist. yet desirous 
of being accepted and even assimi- 
lated by the majority group. All 
these characteristics could be found 
in the Anglo-Jewish community. as 
in any other community of Jews who 
were exposed to prejudice 

The speaker caused a lively dis 
cussion when he concluded by , 
that one of the results of anti-Jewish 
prejudice was to make Jews “ fall fi 
the evils of nationalism which brine 
out the worst in all people.”

THE VOICE OF THE 
PROPHETS 


The first of eight lectures in the 
current series “ Religious Movements 
in Judaism,” organised by the Reform 
Synagogues of Great Britain, took 
place last week at 33 Seymour Place. 
It was given by Dr. Leon Roth. 
former Professor of Philosophy and 
Rector of the Hebrew University, on 
“The Voice of the Prophets.” 

Dr. Roth rejected the idea that a 
prophet enunciated any new moral 
principles. A prophet, he said, simply 
insisted on the personal application to 


-each individual of principles previousl) 


accepted as univers:! and commonly) 
neglected. 

The speaker did not accept the 
romantic view of prophecy, which 
would have the prophet as a lawgiver 
or preacher of an absolute justice 
which applied at all times to all men. 
He insisted that there was no such 
thing as absolute justice. The prophet 
was concerned merely with particular 
justice to particular individuals in his 
own time, Prophecy presupposed the 
existence of Jaw and, in effect, mitt- 
gated individual hardship resulting 
from application of that law.

Roth said that the prophets did not 
pretend to understand God. They

22.000 Persons Expelled 


The number of British and French 
nationals expelied from Egypt is esti- 
mated at over 22,000 persons, of 
whom 14,000 are Frenchmen and 
8.000 Britons. About 90 per cent of 
the French nationals expelled, and 
3,000 out of the 8.000 Britons, are 
lews. Ihe total assets left behind 
them in Egypt are valued at over 
{70,000,000 +40,000,000 for the 
British and £30.000,000 for the 
French. These figures do not include

When it is considered that the Egyp- 
tians huve offered £27.500,000 in com- 
pensation to the British Government 
to be paid to the banks, insurance 
companies, etc. (apart from the Shell 
deal), it can be seen how inadequate 
the amount is to meet all British 
claims. 

It is not only the Smouha assets 
which are in jeopardy ; the large bust- 
ness of the Ades family and the land 
concern of the Shama family are 
similarly threatened. Ihe Egyptians 
obviously plan to take over a large 
part of these properties, too, and to 
present such false figures as they 
deem mecessary to covel their action 
with a cloak of legality. Between 
them the Ades and Shama families 
have assets totalling over £5,000,000. 

The Egyptians are unlikely to allow 
anv of the former British or French 
stafl of firms in Egypt to return to 
their posts and administrative direc- 
tion will be solely in the hands of 
Fevptian personnel. Moreover, all 
shares in Egyptian firms belonging to 
French and British subjects have been 
automatically Egyptianised, so that no 
Frenchman or Briton can expect to 
regain his position inside these firms,

gration of Jews to South Africa, 
writes our Johannesburg correspon- 
dent. He fought against the Govern- 
ments interpretation of a_ certain 
clause in the Immugration Act which 
was prejudicial to Jews. 

Later. in 1924, when he became a 
member of the Government, his atti- 
tude led to the opening of the doors 
still wider. But the position was 
radically changed in 1930, when his 
party conducted vigorous agitation 
against Jewish immigration and even 
called for restrictions on the rights of 
the settled Jewish population. Hence- 
forth and until after the Second World 


War his party, particularly the 
extremists, contained anti-Jewish 
clements. 


On the eve of the 1948 elections he 
categorically proclaimed that he was 
opposed to any form of discrimination 
against Jews. When he won the elcec- 
tions he declared he was tooking 
forward to the time when the so-called 
“ Jewish question ” would cease to be 
an tssue in South African politics. He 
acted fully within the spirit of these 
formulations. When in 1952 a group 
of Jewish supporters of the Nationalist 
Party presented him with a Golden 
Book certificate, he declared at the 
gathering that no Jewish question 
existed in South Africa. 

Dr. Malan’s Government § was 
among the first to recognise Israel. and 
he was the first foreign Premier to 
visit the country 

The Executives of the Board of 
Deputies and of the Zionist Federa- 
tion of South Africa sent messages of 
condolence to Dr. Malan’s widow on 
behalf of the community.

Fascist’s Statement

IMPACT 


When I heard that “The Horse's 
Mouth” was to be filmed and that 
John Bratby was to paint Gully 
Jimson’s pictures, thought of 
Gully’s almost-dying words : 

But no tricks-—-no_ cleverness— 
no ant smart, I slick. That's 
what we don’t want. That's what 
we ve got to dodge that’s the jaws 
of death—and it champs up a 
couple of promising young geniuses 
every two minutes. 

Bratby has not been champed up. 

His exhibition at the Beaux Arts 
Gallery includes eight paintings ove 
7it, high. and long. most of 
them containing about half-a-dozen 
portraits of the same person, some- 
times including repetitions of his own 
hand painting them, and several with 
bright red motor-cycles. 

Many artists today would faint at 
the thought of the physical work 
involved. The intellectual work is 
not always so obvious. One knows 
Janet no better for seeing her por- 
trait. seven times in one picture, and 
the artist's abnegation of composition 
and of aerial perspective makes con- 
fusion worse confounded. On top of 
this there is his reluctance to leave 
an inch alone, his violent colour. and 
the restless stencil-like effect of his 
brush-idiom. 

It certamly smart. and it cer- 
tainly an’t Slick, but just how much 
will be left when its immediate 
impact is gone ? 

Henry Moore’s bronze “ King and 
Queen” has already lost its shock 
value and can be felt to have the 
austere logic of a vision ‘rich in 
sculptural invention.

Homes Are Ready, But 
Work Is Scarce 


[he sudden resumption of large 
immigration Eastern 
Europe has taken the Israeli authori- 
ues by surprise. Great efforts are 
being made to obtain funds for the 
resettlement of the newcomers, and 
houses are being built at top specd. 
But the question of employment is 
foremost in the minds of the new- 
comers and the Israelis. 


“How can we find work?" is the 
question the new immigrants are ash- 
ing almost from the moment tire, 
come off the ship. To this question 
there is no easy answer. 

A typical batch of immigrants from 
Eastern Europe. arrived one Friday. 
Thirty families were immediately sent 
to a farming village: the rest to 
development areas, many of them 
near Tiberias, Beersheba, Beisan, and 
Nazareth. A small number were sent 
to mew houses near the big towns. 
This group consisted mainly of men 
aged over 40, who were either of poo: 
health or who would have found it 
difficult to switch to farming. Skilled 
workers are also sent to urban hous- 
ing projects, in the hope that they 
may find work’ in, the towns 
industries. 

I followed a group of 15 families 
to a new housing project at Rechas 
not far from Haifa. Each family had 
received a parcel of rations to. sce 
them through the first few days, unti! 
they could do their own shopping. 
Besides bread the rations included 
canned fish and vegetables, potatocs, 
coffee substitute, tea, and oranges.

The Israeli Army regretted if there 
were any innocent victims of this 
incident, but the spokesman protested 
against a statement made by the 
U.N.E.F. that an Israeli patrol had 
crossed the border and attacked a 
Beduin camp, killing a woman and 
two children. It was a fact, the 
spokesman added, that the incident 
began because some Beduin from 
the Sinai penetrated into Israeli 
territory with hostile intent.

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ABRAHAM LINCOLN—FRIEND 
OF JEWRY.

Throughout the United States this 
week Jews, in common with their 
fellow-citizens, have been com- 
memorating the 150th anniversary of 
the birth of the great American Presi- 
dent, Abraham Lincoln, which 
occurred yesterday (Thursday). 

In tribute to this noble humani- 
tarian, who enriched the concept of 
democracy with his unrivalled breadth 
of vision and championed the cause 
of liberty and equality for men of all 
races and creeds, the B'nai B'rith of 
America organised, in its Exhibition 
Hall at Washington, a display of docu- 
ments, photographs, and prints illus- 
trating the Great Emancipator's 
special regard for the Jewish people. 
And to mark the occasion the 
National Jewish Welfare Board's 
Jewish Community Centre Division 
republished its 94-page anthology 
emitled “Lincoln’s Birthday.” 

The humane and liberal spirit with 
which Lincoln was animated sprang 
from his profound reverence for the 
Bible. For him life was religion in 
action. and he has often been com- 
ared with Moses. for, like the Great 
Teacher, he freed the slaves and also 
died before entering the promised land 
of peace. Many of his Jewish friends 
saw in him the great qualities of heart 
and mind with which Moses was

endowed, and one of them, Abraham 
Kohn, a Chicago merchant, gave 
tangible expression to this sentiment 
when he presented Lincoln, on his 
departure for Washington in 1861, as 
President-elect, with a hand-made silk 
flag embroidered in Hebrew, with 
verses three to nine of the first chap- 
ter of the Book of Joshua, containing 
the exhortation “Be strong and of 
good courage.” 

Foremost among Lincoln’s friends 
was his close political adviser and 
aide, Abraham Jonas, who helped to 
promote Lincoln's candidature for the 
Senate and arranged for him to speak 
on public platforms. When, in 1860. 
Lincoln’s political position was in 
jeopardy, as a result of a smear cam- 
paign that he was a member of the 
Know-Nothing party, an anti-alien 
and anti-Catholic group. it was Jonas 
who calmed the troubled waters by 
clearing his friend's after 
Lincoln had written him a_ personal 
letter to intercede on his behalf, 

Jonas served as Postmaster of 
Quincy. Hlinots. from 1849 to 1852, 
and was reappointed to the post by 
Lincoln in 1861. When Jonas died 
Lincoln appointed his widow to 
succeed him at Quincy. 

Another of personal 
friends was a Jewish chiropod’st from 
England, Dr. Issacher Zacharie. who, 
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Lincoln tells us, “operated on my 
feet with great success and consider- 
able addition to my comfort.” Dr. 
Zacharie was sent on many hazardous 
missions during the Civil War, often 
behind the Confederate lines. and 
Lincoln once gave him authority to 
conduct secret peace negotiations with 
the Southern leaders. 

It is of interest to record that the 
text of Lincoln's famous Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation, of January 1, 1863, 
was transmitted by Edward Rose- 
water. a Jewish telegraphist in the 
War Department. 

It was not only individual friend- 
ships, but a sincere and practical 
regard for the welfare and rights of 
the community that won Lincoln such 
an endearing and enduring place in 
the hearts of American Jewry. An 
illustration of this is the decisive part 
he played in establishing the right of 
rabbis to serve as military chaplains 
during the Civil War. An act of Con- 
gress, passed in 1861, stipulated that 
only ordained ministers of a Christian 
denomination could serve as chap- 
lains. This was regarded as an affront 
to the thousands of Jews serving in 
the Union forces. The Board of Dele- 
gates of American Israclites made 
representations to Lincoln and to both 
Houses of Congress, protesting 
against this discrimination. Rabbi 
Arnold Fischel was granted an inter- 
view with the President. in the course 
of which Lincoln readilv admitted 
that the Law was “deficient” and 
promised the passage of a “new law 
broad enough to cover what 1s 
desired by you Israelites.” In 1862 
an act was passed which enabled Lin- 
coln to appoint Jacob Frankel. of 
Philadelphia, as the first American 
rabbi to be a military chaplain. 


Antisemitic Order 


Lincoln, however. is perhaps best 
remembered in the annals of Ameri- 
can Jewish history for his prompt 
action in countermanding the 
notorious Order No: 11 issued by 
General Ulysses §. Grant in Decem- 
ber, 1862. A number of cotton 
traders. some of them Jews, had 
violated the Northern blockade by 
trading with the South, and the 


| General, in a fit of ‘rage. decided to 


vent his spleen on the Jewish com- 
munity by issuing an order that all 
Jews “as a class” were to be expelled 
from the Department of Tennessee 
within 24 hours. This order is said 
to have caused “one of the deepest 
sensations of the Civil War.” 

After ineffectual attempts to get the 
order rescinded, the community 
deputed one of its leaders, Cesar 
Kaskel, of Paducah. Kentucky, to 
take up the matter with the President. 
The conversation that ensued would 
seem to be typical of Lincoln. After 
listening sympathetically, he addressed 
the Jewish leader in his calm, quiet 
drawl, and observed : “And so the 
Children of Israel were driven from 
the happy land of Canaan.” To which 
Kaskel responded in similar idiom : 
“And that is why they have come 
under father Abrahim’s bosom seek- 
ing protection.” Lincoln's rejoinder 
was: “And this protection they shall 
have.” Thereupon he wrote a note 
to the commander in the ficld revok- 
ing General Grant's order. 

When a Jewish delegation called on 
the President to thank him for his 
prompt action, Lincoln expressed sur- 
prise that such an order should have 
been issued, and said: “1! don't like 
to see a class or nationality con- 
demned on account of a few sinners.”

BAGHDAD 


Struggle For Power 


From our Middle East

The Cabinet changes in Iraq are a 
continuation of the struggle for power 
which began as soon as the putsch 
succeeded. 


Supporters of Colonel Aref, and 
those who favoured closer ties with 
the United Arab Republic (including 
the Istiqlal member), have been 
ousted from the Government; Aref 
and Rashid Ali have been sentenced 
to death for treason and attempted 
murder of Kassim. 

Kassim has been relying on the 
support of Communists and _left- 
wingers as well as Kurds and tradi- 
tional Islamic dignitaries against Aref 
and the Nasserisis, but none of his 
new munisters is a Communist. The 
only personality among them, Hussein 
Jamil, the new Minister of Propa- 
ganda, is a member of the left-wing 
National Democratic Party, the others 
are nonentities. Like Nasser, Kassim 
hopes to use Communist support and 
enjoy Soviet aid while clipping the 
wings of the Communists when they 
endeavour to play a political rdle of 
their own. 


Communist Support 


The danger of Soviet and Com- 
munist penetration in Iraq is genuine 
enough, but Kassim’s power cannot 
seriously be. threatened so long as he 
retains his grip on the Officer Corps, 
where there js no evidence of serious 
Communist penetration so far. 

Kassim’s use of Communist-Sovict 
support has been, occasioned in part 
by his need for support against Aref 
and the Nasserists and against possible 
Western or Turkish  interyention 
which he had reason to fear immedi- 
ately after the revolution, though 
Western Governments have since. done 
their best to allay these fears. As he 
feels more secure against Nasserist 
opposition or intervention his. need 
for Communist support will corre- 
spondingly diminish. This may well 
bring about an open struggle between 
him and the Communists.

THOUGH his flock may be divided 
Over many things, no dissentient 
voice will qualify the hearty wel- 
come to the Chief Rabbi, who, 
accompanied by Mrs. _ Brodie, 
returns from South Africa today. 
The greeting will be the more 
fervent because Dr. Brodie had to 
go abroad in search of health, and 
it is accompanied by the prayer that 
his recovery will prove complete 
and lasting. The kindliness of Dr. 
Brodie’s personal disposition. has 
always evoked genuine admiration, 
and with jt goes equal concern for 


the misfortune which lately has 
withdrawn him from his labours. 


We wish we could assure the 
Chief Rabbi that henceforth his 
burden of anxiety will be lighter 
than that which contributed to his 
breakdown jn health. Unfortu- 
nately the budget of outstanding 
problems has not diminished. The 
question remains whether, by some 
reorganisation of functions, the 
Strain on the Chief Rabbi _ per- 
sonally might be reduced and the 
direction of communal _iife 
Strengthened. There are far too 
many occasions of a largely social 
character for which the Chief 
Rabbi's presence is requisitioned. 
The elimination of such calls 
should present no real difficulty. 
given restraint on all sides. 


But there is something which 
perhaps to an even greater extent 
makes life harassing for the 
incumbent of our highest ecclesias- 
tical office. Judaism possesses an 
inherent flexibility and more than 
One attitude to religious problems 
is at work within the Anglo-Jewish 
community, even within jts Ortho- 
dox majority. The practical respon- 
sibilities of his office involve the 
Chief Rabbi -in situations where 
he must take a broader view than 
those whose freedom from that 
responsibility enables them to be 
rigidly doctrinaire in their adher- 
ence to a sectional outlook. His 
difficulties are greatly enhanced by 
the unyielding pressure of a 
minority, both lay and rabbinical, 
who make up in intensity what 
they lack in numbers. Considering 
themselves entitled to impose a 
Single interpretation of Jewish 
practice on the Chief Rabbi, they 
expect the Chief Rabbi to impose 
it on the Anglo-Jewish community 
as a whole. Those who sincerely 
desire to uphold the authority of 
the Chief Rabbi, as well as pre- 
serve his health. will refrain from 
pressure which is bound to weaken 
and frustrate him in the perform- 
ance of his arduous and responsible 
duties. 


ANGLO-EGYPTIAN 
AGREEMENT 


A FEW weeks ago it was hoped 
that the Anglo-Egyptian agreement 
would shortly be concluded paving 
the way to normalisation of rela- 
tions between the two countries, 
though even then official circles 
Were aware that the talks might 
founder at the last moment if the 
Egyptians tried sharp practice. 
Aiter the agreement had been 
initialled, it was discovered that 
the Egyptians had transferred the 
Smouha properties jn Alexandria 
from the “sequestrated” to the 
“ Egyptianised” lists, at only a 
fraction of their market value. 

Since the Foreign Office rejected 
requests for consultation by owners 
of property in Egypt while -pre- 
paring and conducting the negotia- 
tions, there is no certainty that 
other cases may not come to light, 
Moreover, experience of the work- 
ings of the Franco-Egyptian 
financial agreement, signed several! 
months ago, shows that the Egyp- 
tian Government effectively 
blocking its implementation as far 
as French Jews are concerned, and 
that, indeed, any agreement which 
leaves the recovery of property 
dependent on co-operation by the 
Egvptian visa authorities, courts, or 
Ministry of Finance js not worth 
the paper it is written on. 


The Government should surely 


ask itself, therefore, whether it 
would not be better to review its 
procedure in the light of these 
experiences, and it would do no 
harm if it were to consult with 
spokesmen of the property holders 
concerned. 


Though speedy agreement would 
be in the jnterests of both sides, 
an unworkable or defective agree- 
ment would merely lower British 
prestige and ensure further friction. 
Britain’s bargaining position § 1s 
strong since she holds Egyptian 
balances worth at least twice the 
total properties in question, while 
Nasser is still a litthe shaken by 
his first reluctant peep jnto the 
Soviet gift horse's mouth. Indeed, 
the only factor likely to prevent 
the Government from taking a firm 
stand is continual elbow jogging 
here, either by business interests 
who dream of large markets in 
Egypt after agreement (though 
these are unlikely to outlive the 
Sterling balances themselves) or by 
those sections of the press and 
opposition who have become so 
used to putting Colonel Nassers 
case that they sometimes forget 
Britain's. 


GOOD-WILL MISSION 


Wuen the Prime Minister sets 
out on his official visit to Moscow 
this month he will carry with him 
the good wishes of all the people 
of this country, not least of the 
Jews who share to the full the 
general desire for peace. In Mr. 
Macmillan’s own words “ this will 
be a reconnaissance visit.” If his 
more immediate tasks enabled him 
to carry his inquiries that far, he 
would find that the Jewish 
minority in the U.S.S.R., number- 
ing some three million, remains the 
only one against whom restrictions 
as to language, cultural activities, 
and even communal religious 
expression, enforced ruthlessly by 
Stalin, still operate. When Mr. 
Khruschev visited Great Britain 
some two years ago, Labour 
leaders raised the question person- 
ally with him. So have American 
leaders who have visited the Soviet 
Union. For it is an undeniable 
fact that Russia today stands out 
as the only great country which 
continues to pursue an official dis- 
criminatory policy against its 
Jewish minority. We do not suggest 
that, ve: an agenda of momen- 
tous affairs to discuss at the 
Kremlin, Mr. Macmillan should 
interject the Jewish issue. But jnter- 


views with Mr. Khruschev are’ 


likely to range over a multiplicity 
of subjects, and it is therefore not 
unlikely that during the broad sur- 
veys in which the Russian leader 
likes to indulge an opportunity 
may arise for the Prime. Minister 
to point out this glaring defect in 
the glowing panorama of progress 
and human felicity which will be 
painted for him. 


DAY SCHOOLS 


Tue letter from Dr. Braude on 
this page gives the welcome view 
that the governors of the Jewish 
Secondary Schools Movement in 
proposing the formation of a joint 
council of Jewish Day Schools had 
no wish to exploit their own 
interests but desired to co-ordinate 
activity in this field on the lines 
repeatedly suggested these 
columns. If a different impression 
gained ground, then the terms of the 
Movement’s circular are largely to 
blame, though at no time did it war- 
rant the vituperative remarks of 
the leaders of other educational 
bodies. Are the participants in 
these disputes so incorrigible in 
their attitudes, so hag-ridden by 
past exchanges, so remote from the 
wishes of the public that they 
cannot exercise a little restraint and 
meet together for the common 
good? At present the invitation 
of the Jewish Secondary Schools’ 
Movement for a conference is on 
the table. Despite reservations 
about its form; as now interpreted, 
it could be the basis of a meeting. 
The general question of co-ordina- 
tion between the various groups of 
Jewish Day Schools should be 
separated from the immediate 
issue of. discussions with the 
Ministry of Education. The 
London Board, which apparently 
has been approached by the 
Ministry, is clearly in no position 
to represent all day schools in 
London, let alone in the provinces. 
In the circumstances it should be 
possible for the Chief Rabbi, or 
someone acting on his behalf, to 
convey to the Ministry the general 


feeling of the Jewish community. 
The important thing is that the 
initiative has been taken to achieve 
co-ordination and that it should be 
acted upon with good will. 


A MOMENT OF HISTORY 


ALTHOUGH the agreement reached 
between the Greek and Turkish 
Prime Ministers on Cyprus has yet 
to be accepted by Great Britain it 
is obvious that this development 
has an important historical signifi- 
cance which is bound to affect 
the whole political situation in 
the Eastern Mediterranean, While 
much careful study will have to 
be given to working out the details 
of the agreement, there can be 
little doubt (unless unforeseen 
circumstances arise) that the British 
Government -will find itself in the 
position where it will be bound 
to accept the broad outline of the 
scheme. This is the penalty which 
will have to be paid for many 
years of muddle and _ indecision. 
By and large the settlement looks 
like an important step forward. 
Not only will it bring peace to the 
island but it will be the means of 
cementing the friendship between 
Britain, Greece, and Turkey which 
has been strained almost to break- 
ing point by recent tension. © In 
place of an area of weakness there 
Should now. be a firm alliance 
which will assist greatly to bring 
stability to a portion of the world 
which greatly needs it. It should 
provide a renewed bastion. to 
defend the interests of the West 
and may yet fortify the position of 
Israel which, from the international 
point of view, fulfils a similar réle. 


REGENERATION 


WHEN 50 Jewish boys and girls 
from Nazi Germany arrived 
at a kibbutz in Emek Jezreel 25 
years ago, nobody could have con- 
ceived that they were the precur- 
sors of the great Children and 
Youth Aliyah Movement. This 
small group formed the advance 
guard of over 90,000 children and 
young persons who—as_ brands 
plucked from the burning—have 
been enabled to find security and 
happiness in Eretz Yisrael. Through- 
out the years of growth and 
development the  noble-hearted 
leaders and generous supporters 
of this cause have been inspired by 
the same’ ideals as moved its 
founders, Recha Freier and Hen- 
rietta Szold. Scarcely less wonder- 
ful than the movement's history has 
been the fact that the system of 
education devised for that first 
group of 50 has stood the test and 
remained the system for tens of 
thousands of young people coming 
from the most varied environ- 
ments. Like similar constructive 
efforts of practical philanthrophy, 
it requires the co-operation § of 
world Jewry, and the Anglo-Jewish 
community jis privileged to share in 
this labour of love. Indeed, the 
Committee for Great Britain has 
a special responsibility for the 
children’s village on the Carmel 
range that bears the honoured 
name of Orde Wingate. Moreover, 
‘Christians as well as Jews are 
proud and happy to participate in 
this work of child regeneration. At 
the same time the Save the 
Children Fund is closely associated 
with the effort in England and 
shares in many of the fund-raising 
activities. So wide is the appeal of 
this great human cause that it will 
assuredly continue to go from 
strength to strength in the years 
ahead.

DAY SCHOOL POLITICS 


Sir,—As a Governor of the Secon- 
dary Schools Movement, I was 
present when the decision was taken 
to invite all Jewish day schools in 
this country to form a Joint Council. 


Influenced partly by your own 
repeated suggestions that such a body 
was mecessary and desirable, the 
Governors thought that, as the repre- 
sentatives of by far the largest 
body in numbers of schools and 
pupils in this country, they were 
rendering a service to the Jewish com- 
munity in putting this matter forward. 
Ihe invitations were couched in the 
most moderate terms after a decision 
by about twenty Governors, of whom 
Dr. Schonfeld was only one. We 
attached to the invitation a tentative 
draft of suggested rules for the pro- 
posed Council, which, if read in an 
objective and unbiased manner. 
should eliminate from the mind of 
everyone the notion that it was our 
purpose to dominate or use the pro- 
posed Council for our own interests. 


I am amazed at the outbursts of 
Mr. S. S. Levin and Dr. I. S. Fox. 
Mr. Levin does not ‘want Jewish 
schools to “orbit round the Schon- 
feld system.” Everyone who has 
Studied our invitation without bias 
must be shocked at the unpleasant 
and unco-operative attitude adopted 
by these two gentlemen in a matter 
of undoubted communal importance. 


As one of the Governors of the 
London Jewish Educational Founda- 
tion I can state categorically that its 
purpose is not to co-ordinate the 
Jewish day schools or to make 
approaches on their behalf to the 
Ministry of Education. The Founda- 
tion was created in order to adminis- 
ter funds which were available from 
the former Jews’ Free School. Its 
representation was accordingly 
arranged with this specific purpose in 
mind and was in no way related to 
the number and importance of exist- 
ing Jewish day schools. Thus the 
London Board of Jewish Education. 
which represents so far only one 
school of about 300 pupils, has five 
out of eight representative Governors. 
Any extension of the purpose of the 
Foundation has to receive. the 
approval of the Minister of Education. 
In view of the unrepresentative com- 
position of the Foundation as far as 
day schools are concerned, and the 
attitude more recently adopted by its 
Chairman, Mr. S. S. Levin, such an 
extension would most probably be 
opposed by the overwhelming 
majority of the existing schools.

ZIONIST HISTORIANS 
DIFFER 


Sir,—It is gratifying to note that 
Mr. Israel Cohen describes the “ Herz! 
Year Book,” edited by Raphael Patai, 
as a “valuable contribution” to 
Zionist literature and that he was 
“particularly interested” in my 
essay on “Colonel Goldsmid and 
Theodor Herzl” (January 30 issue). 
As usual, however, he cannot resist 
issuing a challenge. 

Mr. Israel Cohen doubts whether 
Colonel Albert E. W. Goldsmid “ was 
even prepared to leave the British 
Army to devote himself entirely to 
the Zionist Movement.” 

When Herzl saw Colonel Goldsmid 
for the first’ time, the Colonel said 
that as an officer he could not take 
part politics, but should the 
“movement come into existence he 
would leave the British Army and 
enter the Jewish service.” (“The 
Diaries of Theodor Herzl,” Vol. 1, 
page 323.) 

Mr. Cohen wishes to prove my 
inconsistency by quoting the sen- 
tence: “Goldsmid refused to accept 
the chairmanship of a meeting with 
Herzl as speaker, and described 
Herzl’s activities in a letter to the 
Paris Rothschild as ‘dangerous.’ ” 

In an article “Personal Recollec- 
tions of Herzl,” by Mr. Israel Cohen 
himself, he wrote: “An endeavour 
was likewise made to get Colonel 
Albert Edward Goldsmid, head of the 
Chovevei Zion Association in Eng- 
land, to preside, but he also refused.” 

A few days after this meeting at 
the Working Men’s Club in White- 
chapel, Herzl left London for Paris, 
where he met Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild, and he wrote in his 
“ Diaries ” (Vol. 1, p. 492) that Roth- 
schild told him that as far as 
“Colonel Goldsmid is concerned he 
had represented my (Herzl’s) activi- 
ties, in a letter which he had just 
received, as downright dangerous.” 

Mr. Cohen asks on what authority 
I state that Herzl “ wanted Goldsmid 
to offer the Sultan his services in 
Palestine, so that when Turkey col- 
lapsed he could take over Palestine 
for the Jews.”

HERE were two hundred 
of them gathering that night 
at the Ben Shemen Chil- 
dren’s Village. It was the first 
reunion of graduates who had lived 
there as children between 1933 and 
1939, and most of them had not 
met since they had parted as boys 
and girls nearly twenty years ago. 
A number of the visitors were 
accompanied by husbands. or 
wives ; a few had brought children, 
who stood about shy and slightly 
embarrassed by the unwonted 
excitement and emotion of their 
parents. And everyone had brought 
photographs, handing them round 
among each other as_ they 
exchanged news and life histories 
—" My boy in the army “—* She’s 
at high school That's my 
youngest on the hayrick "—break- 
ing off to run suddenly across the 
courtyard again—‘“ David ! David ! 
Dont you remember me ?” 


Remembering Earlier Days 


Every now and again a handful 
would wander off to revisit the gar- 
dens and buildings and search out 
ancient haunts. Others formed 
clusters round their old teachers.

The history of Youth Aliyah is 
the tale of many beginnings. This 
work of bringing the children to 
the haven of Eretz Yisrael has 
innwynerable facets—the organisa- 
tion of immigration and absorp- 
tion; the political struggle for 
immigration certificates ; the educa- 
tion and training of the children 
before and after the Second World 
War; the arrival of children from 
European and Arab_ countries, 
from North Africa and from Asia, 
from South America, and from 
Soviet Russia via Persia, before and 
after the creation of the State of 
Isracl: from the Cyprus deten- 
tion camps and the People’s 
Democracies ; before the detention 
camps and after the European 
catastrophe ; the rescue of children 
from the convents and monasteries ; 
the work after the pogroms in 
Aden and jn other countries where 
Jews were persecuted. 

Little of these many aspects of 
Youth Aliyah work has so far been 
published. The memories of 
members of Youth: Aliyah’s staff, 
its archives and files, together con- 
stitute a rich lode to be worked 
by some future historian. Perhaps

THE TASKS AHEAD

Twenty-five years have passed! 
How great is the temptation to 
look back on the achievements 
attained during those years; to 
recall the dramatic days of the 
early beginnings and the devoted 
personalities who served jin this 
mission to save tens of thousands 
of children and to educate them! 


But even on this festive occasion 
we must not turn only to the 
past, but must prepare for the 
tasks confronting us. 

Against the background of the 
changing conditions in the State 
of Israel Youth Aliyah, too, has 
to reconsider its educational 
methods. 

For a number of years the out- 
Standing type was that of the child 
from the backward strata of the 
Oriental communities. The children 
arriving now are again from 
Eastern Europe, who need an 
elementary Jewish and Hebrew 
education on the one hand, and on 
the other must be enabled to con- 
tinue with their relatively high 
general partly technical 
education. 

Youth Aliyah has placed in a 
central position the needs of the 
individual child and the appropriate 
social framework for him, thus 
avoiding the development of per- 
manent and uniform educationa! 
patterns. There is a wide area of 
planned educational operations jn 
front of us, and the road ahead is 
still long and difficult.

The last group. did 
eventually arrive a year later, in 
1941, travelling via Russia, Turkey, 
and Syria. And all the time Gelle 
had been with them. He is now a

ASILDON ; A Community is Born 


BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


NEW type of Anglo-Jewish 

community js growing up; 

as yet few in numbers, 
+ is already developing distinctive 
features of its own which make it 
diferent from the Jewish com- 
munities, large and small, that we 
have known in these islands up 
to now. 

It is the Jewish community of 
the New Towns, 15 of which have 
sprung up since the Development 
Corporations were set up under the 
New Towns Act (1946). 
these New Towns are within a 
radius of about, or under, thirty 
miles from London; three are in 
S-otland, two near Newcastle, and 
one each in Wales and _ the 
Midlands. 

To the Jewish families who are 
among the pioneers in this post- 
war development the New Town 
provides a unique experience. For 
here, for the first time in the his- 
tory of Jewish settlement in this 
country, the Jew is no longer the 
stranger making his home in 
the midst of an already established 
non-Jewish community; here he is 
one of the founders, with a stake 
in the place right from the begin- 
Henceforth the Jewish and 
non-Jewish communities will grow 
together as the New Town steps 
out from the blueprint of the 
planners into the realms of develop- 
ment to ultimate fulfilment.

When the plan Started ten 
years ago Basildon had a popula- 
tion of some 25,000, most of whom 
used the town as a dormitory and 
travelled to London for their 
employment. Today the population 
i$ 47,000, increasing each year by 
1,250 families, along with the provi- 
sion of that number of new housing 
units. The town is being developed 
according to a plan which envisages 
two industrial areas and ten neigh- 
bourhoods grouped round a new 
town centre, each neighbourhood to 
have its own social, educational. and 
Shopping facilities. The industries 
that Basildon is attracting are all 
light and include branches of cloth- 
ing, furniture, and sack repair. 
That's where the Jews come into 
the story of Basildon, where before 
the new development there had 
been only one Jewish family, I was 
told. 

Today Basildon New Town has 
more than 40 Jewish families. 
and their number is rising as new 
firms move in, new shops 
leased, and new tradesmen and 
professional people find their place 
and livelihood in the growing new 
community. The headmastes.. of 
one of the Il newly built schools 
is a Jew; both hairdressers in the 
town are Jews, and the son of one 
of them, David Barnett (aged 
three), was the first Jew to be born 
in the New Town. The Barnetts, 
one of the first two Jewish families

Flight to Casablanca 


He flees—if he is not foreib!s 
detained—to Casablanca. In that 
stronghold of progressive Moroccan 
nationalism he knows he js safe. 
There, moreover, he and his family 
will not starve. The chances are 
that he will not find any work—he 
has no skills to speak of, and better 
men than he are unemployed—but 
at least he can survive on. the 
pennyworth of charity, and, with 
a bit of luck, his children will be 
able to go to an Alliance Israelite 
school or to a Talmud Torah, where 
in addition to learning, they will 
receive three square meals a day. 

All is relative, and even in 
Casablanca pauperism among the 
110,000 Jews—altogether the 
Moroccan Jewish population 1s 
estimated at 210,000—is so exten- 
sive that 65 per cent of the Jewish 
dead have to be buried at the 
expense of the community. 

The need is so great that, with- 
out the massive financial aid fur- 
nished by the American Joint 
Distribution Committee, thousands 
and tens of thousands of Jews 
would just drop dead of hunger 
before the week was out. It may 
be recalled that a member once got 
up in the Consultative National 
Assembly at Rabat—where, incl- 
dentally, several Jews sit—and

be “integrated” with Moslem 
philanthropic organisations, In 
order to dispense assistance to Jews 
and Moslems alike without dis- 
crimination. The « Government 
properly ignored this ill-considered 
suggestion, which would have 
transformed every mellah into a 
cemetery. 

There is no graveyard on earth 
more overcrowded than the meilah, 
but its inmates are today very much 
alive and. kicking. fact. at 
Casablanca there jis far greater 
liveliness than in the days of. the 
French Protectorate. This ts not 
only because the mellah has grown 


more populous with the refugees: 


from the countryside, but because 
communal atlairs are managed with 
much more efficiency than jn the 
past. 

The kehilla used to be, and 
according to the law still ought to 
be, an. elected body. But the 
Government, dissatisfied with the 
results of the last poll, nominated 
a communal committee composed 
of Jews noted for their long- 
standing sympathy with Moroccan 
nationalist ideals. The President is 
an Istiglal Party activist, and, how- 
ever pious or impious he may be, 
no former head of the community 
has done so much as he has in a 
short time to infuse new vigour into 
the religious and social life of the 
community. 


Zionist “ Heresy ” 


In other cities, where leadership 
has been left in the hands of the 
old Jewish notables, communal! 
activities have sadly dwindled. The 


explanation for this is simple. The 


Government has ordained a divorce 
between Judaism and Zionism. 
A-political Jews are afraid their 
Judaism may be mistaken by a 
zealous police inspector for Zionist 
heresy, and so to avoid suspicion 
they say their prayers, Keep up a 
soup kitchen for the poor, and leave 
their Jewishness at that. Istiqlal 
Jews, however, are like Czesar’s wife 
—and do not have to worry, but 
get on freely with their job. 

Yet it remains to be seen if these 
Istiqlal Jews will have the necessary 
strength of character to stand up 
for Jewish dignity and rights when 


these are threatened. A significant 
test-case has just come up. A 
dahir, that is, a decree, has been 
issued banning strip-tease (no, this 


IS not specifically aimed at the 
Jews!) and forbidding Moslem 
women to serve as “ barmaids,” 


which is a.euphemism for prosti- 
tutes. Why only Moslem women 
and not Moroccan women? The 
clear implication is that henceforth 
the “barmaids,” the hostesses, the 
prostitutes are to be recruited from 
the miserable mellahs—the Chris- 
tian-French minority in Morocco is 
too well-off to be on the selling side 
of the white-slave market. In the 
new Morocco, which aspires to 
democracy, this theocratic measure 
represents a serious menace to the 
Jewish community. 


King’s Warm Friendship 


At the same time the Jews are 


being more and more associated 
with the public administration of 
Morocco, from which they were 
barred under the French Protec- 
torate régime. The postal services 
are to a large extent staffed by 
Jews. A number of senior posts 
in the civil and diplomatic service 
are filled by Jews. There are even 


one or two Jewish police 
inspectors. And, of course, King 
Mohammed V, who, in 1942, 


refused to put his seal to the anti- 
semitic edicts jssued by Vichy. 
remains aS ever a warm friend of 
the Jews. among whom he chooses 
many of his courtiers.

Visit of Dr. Helena 
Kagan | 


WIZO WORK IN 
ISRAEL 


Dr. Helena Kagan, Freeman of the 
City of Jerusalem and Chairman 
of the Child Welfare Department of 
Wizo, addressed an audience of Wizo 
workers in the Lord Mayor's Parlour, 
Manchester, last week. 

She explained the purpose of her 
visit to this country as being twofold. 
She had come both to tell Wizo of 
the progress made in the Jerusalem 
Baby Home, of which she is Super- 
visor, and to prepare them for the 
new wave of immigrants from 
Eastern Europe. 

Referring to the Baby Home, Dr. 
Kagan said that it was hoped to start 
a child guidance service, giving advice 
to parents and teachers. Permission 
of the Federation of Women Zionists 
was to be sought to change the name 
to the Jerusalem Baby Home and 
Rehabilitation Centre.

Lockshen Pudding 


Cooked noodles or spaghetti. 1 pt. ; 
sultanas, 4 07.; chopped peel. 1 07. : 
sugar, 2 07.; margarine, 2 oz. : cinna- 
mon, } teaspoon; 2 eggs. 


Beat eggs lightly. melt the 
margarine, and mix all ingredients 
thoroughly. Turn into a greased pie 
dish and bake in a moderate oven for 
40 minutes, or turn into a greased 
basin, cover, and steam for 1}-14 
hours. 


Chopped Liver 


Chicken livers, 6 0z.: breadcrumbs, 
| tablespoonful ; 1 hardboiled egg; a 
small onion; salt, pepper, and 
chicken fat. 


Coox the livers in chicken fat for 
a few minutes till tender; then, using 
the finest cutter of the mincing 
machine, mince it together with the 
onion and hardboiled egg, mix with 
the breadcrumbs, season with salt 
and pepper and add sufficient chicken 
fat to form a paste. 


Minced Beef with Toast or Spaghetti 


Minced beef. 1 Ib. : chopped onion, 
! tablespoonful: dripping, 1° table- 
spoonful; stock or water, 4 pt.; 
breadcrumbs, 4 teacup; seasoning ; 
toast or spaghettj. 


Cuop the onion very finely, melt 
the dripping in a strong saucepan, 
add the onion and meat and stir over 
a gentle heat for a few minutes until 
lightly browned. Then pour over 
the stock (or water flavoured with 
vegetable extract) and season with 
salt. pepper, and a little ketchup. Stir 
till boiling. then cover and simmer 
very gently for 20 minutes. Add the 
breadcrumbs, which will absorb any 
liquid fat. and cook for another 5 
minutes. Turn into a hot dish and 
earnistt with triangles of toast or 
surround with a border of spaghetti. 


Braised Beef 


Topside of beef, 2-3 Ib. carrots. 
Ib. : onions, + Ilb.: a few sticks of 
celery; 1: turnip; dripping, 2 02. ; 
6 peppercorns; 1 bay leaf; a blade 
of mace; stock. 

Preparer the vegetables, slice onions 
thinly, dice carrot and turnip, and 
cut the celery into small pieces. 
Melt the dripping in a stewpan and 
quickly fry the meat till brown on 
all sides, then lift it out, put in the 
vegetables, put the lid on the pan and 
cook over a gentle heat for 10 
minutes, shaking the pan from time 
to time to prevent them sticking, then 
pour in sufficient stock barely to cover 
the vegetables. season with salt and 
pepper, add the mace, peppercorns, 
and bay leaf tied in muslin, bring to 
the boil, and place the meat on top. 
Cover the pan tightly and Iet the con- 
tents simmer very gently for 2! hours. 

Place the meat on a hot dish with 
the vegetables around, Skim fat from 
the gravy and pour it over the meat. 

To cook in the oven. Brown meat 
and vegetables as above. Put the 
veectables in a casserole, with boil- 
ing stock just to cover, lay the meat 
on top, put the lid on the casserole, 
and cook in a slow oven (325°, Regculo 
No. 2) about 24 hours, turning the 
meat over at half time. 


Grapefruit Sticks 
(Pomerantzen) 


Cut the skins of two grapefruit into 
quarters, cut away most of the pith 
and any blemishes. Put in a sauce- 
pan, cover with cold water, bring to 
the boil then strain. Repeat this 
twice, the last time simmer till the 
peel is soft, then strain. 

Cut the peel into strips 4-inch wide, 
weigh them, and to every 4 02. allow 
§ oz. of sugar and two tablespoons 
of the water in which the skins were 
cooked. Put sugar and water in a 
saucepan, and when the sugar has 
dissolved bring to the boil, put in 
the peel, and simmer until it 1s trans- 
parent—about 20 minutes. Drain off 
the syrup, roll the sticks in granulated 
sugar, and leave on a cake tray for a 
few hours to dry.

public. Father Thornton has recon- 
structed the story and presented it in 
a popular form which, though based 
on authentic evidence, reads more 
like fiction than fact. The author ts 
obviousls not concerned merely with 
the story of these men’s heroism ; he 
desires (o present a picture of their 
characters and backgrounds. tn so 
doing he has adopted the method of 
reconstruction made famous in the 
story of “The Bridge of San Luis 
Rey.” 

Jewish readers will naturally evince 
greatest interest in the biographical 
sketch of the Jewish’ chaplam. 
Alexander Goode js presented a8 a 
voung. energetic rabbi. a forceful 
preacher. a man of scholarly inclina- 
tion, and a keen social worker. A 
Brooklyn-born son of ar Orthodox 
rabbi, he worked his way through 
college and the Hebrew Union 
College. the Reform Seminary. 
ultimately to assume the leadership of 
a congregation in York, Pennsylvania. 
As in the case of so many of his col- 
leagues, Jewish and Christian. the 
entry of America imto the war tssued 
a challenge to their loyalty as citizens 
and to their calling as ministers of 
religion. Goode accepted the 
challenge eagerly and was prepared 
to accompany his fellow-Jews in the 
Armed Forces to whichever overseas 
theatre of operation he might be 
drafted. The disaster which befell 
him and his brother chaplains was a 
severe blow, felt not only by the 
Jewish community but by the whole 
country. As a tribute to their 
courage and self-sacrifice the postal 
authorities issued a special com- 
memorative stamp which bore a por- 
trait ef these four brave men. Their 
heroism has found an honoured place 
in American hastory. 


MISCARRIAGE OF 
JUSTICE 


Accerding to the Evidence. By 
Apranams. Cassell. 215s. 


Disarmingly Mr. Abrahams points 
out m his fereword that ts 
neither a law book nor an essay 
on legal reform: strictly these quali- 
fications Are justified, but the book 
nevertheless pmpomts many aspects 
of our legal system which require 
improvement. 

Taking as its object the exposi- 
tion of the basic principles of Eng- 
lish law. the book illustrates by 
decided cases the different methods 
of proving facts within the law 
Mr. Abrahams does not shirk 
the fact that, despite abundant safe- 
guards. judges can perpetrate injus- 
tices. An interesting example ts that 
of the case involving Mr. Weitzman. 
the barrister and Member of Parlia- 
ment. In the trial of that case a 
most distinguished judge admitted 
prejudicial statements and bad law. 
The Court of Appeal-in no uncertain 
terms said that in the case of Mr. 
Weitzman there had been no evidence 
at all of the charges to go ty the 
jury. 

There is ample to interest the 
lay reader. who will gain a better 
understanding of the working of the 
surest safeguard of his liberty. He 
will also be entertained. for Mr. 
Abrahams writes with a light touch, 
quite free from the alleged aridity 
of the lawyer.

THE GROCER 


By BRIAN GLANVILLE 


The Assistant. By Bernaro 
Maramup, Eyre and Spottiswoode. 
16s. 


The trumpets sounded on the other 
side for Mr. Malamud’s novel. and 
one can understand it. even if one 
cannot add to the fanfare. The book 
belongs to a small but well-defined 
genus which has consistently found 
favour with American critics; a 
genus produced solely by American- 
Jewish intellectuals, of whom Mr. 
Saul Bellow is the chief practitioner 
and Franz Kafka the presiding if 
unacknowledged influence. 

These books are to be distinguished 
by theif introvertion. their intensity, 
their cerebration. their pessimism, 
and their utter lack of humour. They 
represent not so much a view of life 
aS a neurotic condition projected out 
on to the world at large. “ Dangling 
Man” and “The Victim,” Mr. 
Bellow’s initial novels, are well 
known if littl read examples. Augic 
March represents a strident. desperate 
attempt to break away. “Seize the 
Day.” his latest novel, returns to the 
genus. but with much greater range 
and detachment. 


Never a Smile 


Mr. Malamud is a serious, talented 
writer who never cracks a smile. His 
novel ts maudlin, improbable, preg- 
nant with sentiment and self-pity. 
Everyone is (arbitrarily) sad and 
everyone (arbitrarily) suffers : Morris, 
the unsuccessful New York grocer ; 
Ida. his wife: Helen, his pretty, 
neurotic daughter: Frank Alpine, 
the Itahan who holds up the shop, 
then returns, unrecognised, to work 
there. 


Frank falls in love with Helen, 
meets a response at first. and is then 
rejected. The grocery goes down the 
hill, Morris dies, Frank-his crime 
confessed becomes a Jew and 
labours hopelessly on, supporting Ida 
and Helen. Everything about the 
grocer himself is negative, not least 
his Jewsshness, which scems to con- 
sist largely of masochism and a dis- 
like for Gentiles. If Mr. Malamud 
intended to show the utter barren- 
ness of the non-assimilating. non- 
practising Western Jew. then he has 
admirably succeeded; but I'm not 
sure that this was his intention. 


His flat. grey. un-English style is 
well cnough suited to the background 
he describes. His dialogue is good 
and. if he cannot fully create 
character, he has at least an insight 
mio the dark places of the mind. 
Perhaps. like Mr. Bellow, he will in 
time transcend the limitations which 
at present stunt him as an artist.

whether they would constitute 
themselves as a Liberal or as an 
Orthodox congregation. There 


were actually negotiations with the 
Liberal Jewish congregation before 
the Jews of Basildon accepted the 
helping hand stretched out to them, 
more generously, from the near- 
by Southend and Westcliff Hebrew 
Congregation, whose minister, 
Rabb; P. Shebson, met the com- 


munity leaders in Basildon on 
several occasions, and it was 


agreed that a weekly contribution 
of 2s. 6d. would give every child 
in the Basildon community the 
right to attend the Hebrew class 
‘conducted by the Rev. E. Fisher, 
of Southend) and that another Is. 
would also give their parents the 
benefit of membership of Rabbi 
Shebson’s congregation. (Excluded 
from the latter privilege are those 
who have contracted marriages 
with proselytes in non-Orthodox 
synagogues.) 

On Sunday, February 1, the first 
lesson of the first Hebrew class in 
Basildon was held. The Jewish 
community in the New Town had 
Started its corporate life. 


MEMORIES OF ARABIA 


By DAVID KESSLER 


Aden. By Str Tom HiIcKINSOTHAM. 
Constable. 21s. 


The author of this book has spent 
many years in the service of the 
Colony and Protectorate of Aden. His 
first appointment was in 1931 as 
Personal Assistant to Sir Bernard 
Reilly. who was then the Resident. 
After holding various offices in Aden 
he was appointed Governor in 1951. 
He is, therefore, in a_ peculiarly 
favourable position to produce what 
he describes as “a clear and definitive 
sketch of the country and people.” 
Within these restricted terms of refer- 
ence, Sir Tom Hickinbotham has 
written an eminently readable book 
which gives an attractive picture of 
this fascinating corner Arabia as 
seen through the eyes of a man who 
may justly be described as a typical 
-—-but none the less worthy—-British 
pro-Consul. That he has been bitten 
by a love for the Arabs among whom 
he lived for so many years is not to 
be held against him, though there is 
more than a_ suspicion that he 
imbibed from them their traditional 
contempt for their Jewish neighbours, 
as witness the remark “as soon as the 
Jews tended to forget that they were 
Jews and began to assert themselves 
as men, then there was always a 
likelihood of serious trouble.” 


Anti-Jewish Riots 


This uncharitable remark prefaces 
an account of the anti-Jewish riots in 
Aden of 1932 (not 1931 as errone- 
ously stated) which recall vivid 
memories to the present reviewer 
who was also an eye-witness of those 
events. Indeed, they provoked his 
first contribution to this journal—and 
one, incidentally, which brought him 
a measure of obloguy from the local 
Jewish community.

“ GIGI” RAISES FUNDS

Jewish fund-raising organisations 
often work fast. But few could have 
been faster ‘than the Friends of the 
Hebrew University and the British 
Ort. which together managed to -book 
a charity performance of the cele- 
brated film “Gigi™ on the day of 
the premiere. 

It proved a great success, ratsing 
nearly £3,000 to be shared by these 
two bodies. Mr. David Kossoff, who 
introduced the show, said that the 
credit for this success should be 
ascribed to two people above all— 
Mr. Kenneth Bennett, of the Hebrew 
University Friends, and to Mrs. H. H.

JERUSALEM CALLING 


Water for Jerusalem 


A short while ago an important cele- 


bration was held in Jerusalem: th 
building of a new water-reservoir (poo!) 
in the highest quarter of the cily-— 
Bayit V'gan—was completed 
Jerusalem is situated in the mountains 
and it brings its water from afar. Sull 


in ancient days Hezekiah the king hewed 
qa tunnel under the earth in order to 
bring water into the cily from a distant 
spring. For thousands of years the 
residents of the city drank frain-water, 
which was collected in cisterns hewn in 
the courtyard of each house. 

In modern times water was brought to 


the city in pipes from distances of 
scores of kilometres. In_ the days of 


the siege of the city by the Arabs ten 
years ago not a drop of water reached 
the city for ninety-six days. The Isracli 
governo! of the city -distribuied a datly 
ration (portion) of water to cach family. 
Fven after the War of Liberation the 
shortage of water did not end. The pipe 
was old and narrow and the water w ch 
passed through it did not suffice for the 
needs of the cily. Only after a new pipe 
was laid several years ago Wis the 
situation eased. 5 
The new reservoir which 


has now been 

omple will contain a large quantity 
of mg By it will always be full. Only 
in time of emergency, when the regular 
quantity of water will not reach the 
capital city, will they use the water from 
the reservoir. The residents of Jeru- 
salem hope that from now on they will 
not suffer any more from a shortage of 
water.

Psalm cxxii is indeed a joyful song. 
It expresses the delight of David 
when he was invited to join the band 


the centre for 


his goal, and he notes with pride the 


throngs of people who have come 
together: “to give thanks unto the 
name of the Lord.” 


Psalm cxxvi is very well known to 
you as it is always sung on Shabbat 
before Benschen. Psalm cxxvil is 
attributed to King Solomon, who 
may have written it when he was 
busy building not only the Temple 
but also his own house. He reminds 
the workers that unless the builders 
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fear the Lord they “labour in vain” ; 
and except the Lord watch over the 
citv, it is useless. In this psalm we 
fin d the famous reference to children: 

‘Happy is the man that hath his 
quiver full of them.” 


A Happy Home 


Ihe psal m that follows has a vers 
beautiful thought. It describes the 
happy state of the man “that feareth 
the Lord, that walketh in His wavs.” 
It likens the happy home life to a 
fruitful vinevard with “children: like 
olive plants round about thy table.” 
It ends on a simple happy note that 
thou mayest “see thy childrens 


But as you know, no one can 
always be good. If one has sinned 
und is sorry, you will find that Psalm 
CXAX eApresses the sorrow of one who 
has done wrong, But even while 
approaching the Almighty with 
words of grief, the Psalmist remem- 
bers that God is kind and he will 
receive forgiveness. “QO Israel, hope 
in the Lord: for with the Lord there 
is mereyv. and with Him is plenteous 
redemption. And He will redeem 
Isracl from all his iniquities.” 

Psalm IS Often sung in syna- 


gogue because of its underlying 
thought: “Behold, how good and 
how pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity. 


The concluding psalm of the series 
is said to have been sung by the 
guards of the Temple when on night 
duty, “ Behold, bless ye the Lord. 
all ve servants of the Lord. that 
stand in the house of the Lord in the 
night seasons.” 

I] hope now you will find time to 


read through these psalms and get 
well acquainted with some of our 
ancient literature. It will certainly 
give you a rich reward.

New Council being Formed

JERUSALEM 

Negotiations are now going on be- 
tween Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Pre- 
sident of the World Zionist 
Federation. and all Jewish non- 
Zionists in the United States. The 
intention is to form an_ advisory 
council on which Zionist and non- 
Zionists would be represented. In 
this way American non-Zionists 
would. for the first time. become 
directly involved in helping to build 
the State of Israel. 

It is planned that the council 
should meet periodically in the United 
States and. perhaps. also in Jeru- 
salem to discuss problems in connec- 
tion with the financing of 
immigration. 

Speaking at «a press conference 
here. Dr. Goldmann announced that 
the council ‘would not be consulted 
in regard to, or have any connection 
with, the activities of the Zionist 
Movement outside Israel. He 
expected, he said. the council to come 
into existence within the next few 


months. Approval for this project 
had been given by the Israeli 
Government. 


This new council. Dr. Goldmann 
said. was an attempt to give Jews 
outside Israel some responsibility for 
building the country. so that they 
should not remain merely sources of 
funds without having a say as to how

Since its dissolution by the Pflimlin 
Cabinet the Jeune Nation party has 
been continuing its activities under- 


ground. It is particularly strong in 
Paris, Marseilles, and Algiers. 

The French Nationalist Party | 
claims that it is an extreme 


nationalistic group. It attacks the de 
Gaulle Government, and its pro- 
gramme includes the eviction of all 
foreigners from France and the 
elimination of what they call 
“Apatride” (Stateless) capitalism. 
Among former members of Jeune 
Nation are M. Biaggi and several 
other Deputies.

RACE HATE IN GERMANY

the State Government of North 
Rhine-Westphalia has offered a 
reward of 10,000 marks (about £830) 
for information leading to the arrest 
of the persons who painted swastikas 
on public buildings and churches at 
Detmold and Horn last week. The 
police have appealed to the local 
population to help in the search for 
the hooligans. 

Cases of antisemitism continue to 
come before the German courts. At 
Bad Hersfeld a merchant has been 
sentenced to two months’ imprison- 
ment for making antisemitic remarks, 
and at Diisseldorf a waiter, Paul 
Rabe, has been gaoled for six months 
for calling a local Jewish snack-bar 
owner “a dirty Jew whom Hitler had 
forgotten to gas.” 

Following an agreement in Nurem- 
berg with the publishers of the local 
daily the Central Coun- 
cil of Jews in Germany has with- 
drawn its complaint against the 
editor and a reporter for publishing a 
Blood Libel story. The publishers 
agreed to pay 3,000 marks to the 
Bavarian Red Cross as a token of 
sincere regret and as evidence of their 
“democratic attitude.” 

Herr Kurt Sumpf, the Jewish 
owner of the café at Koeppern, near 
Frankfort, who is the plaintiff in a 
law-suit alleging that he has been 
terrorised by inhabitants of the village, 
has received many lIetters from all 
parts of the Federal Republic, most 
of them sympathetic. A 70-year-old 


woman from a small village in Hesse 
wrote that she was ashamed of being 


German after reading about the anti- 
semitic incidents at Koeppern, and a 
Cologne woman invited the Sumpf 
family to spend a week-end with her. 
A 19-year-old girl from Hamburg 
wrote that she was horrified and 
deeply shocked, and the director of 
a children’s home at Hamburg 
offered to care for Herr Sumpf’s nine- 
year-old son (who has been unable 
to attend school at Koeppern because 
children keep molesting him). 

An East German organisation 
invited him tg go to East Germany 
to take up a job in a State bakery. 

One of the most insulting letters 
was addressed to “The Jewish café- 
owner called Jewish swine.” It said: 
“ You dirty Jewish swine even dare 
indict a decent German policeman. 
Why -werent you gassed? Unfor- 
tunately, millions were forgotten to 
be gassed. Otherwise the world 
would have its peace. But we shall 
not forget you!”

TEST AS GREAT AS WAR 


Ben-Gurion on Immigration

JERUSALEM 

A challenge as great as that pre- 
sented by Israel's War of Indepen- 
dence. This was how the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Ben-Gurion, described 
the present immigration from Eastern 
Europe when he addressed the open- 
ing session of the Histadrut Council 
on Tuesday.
